BRAVE JACK TAKS. 


Several Sailors Imprisoned on an English 
Ship Swim Ashore. 


SAN FRANCISCO, December 17.—Several days 
ago, a sailor who was imprisoned on the 
English flagship Triumph, now lying in San 
i Francisco Bay, jumped through a port hole 
and swam ashore, a distance of several miles. 
He was pursued, but a strong gale was blow- 
ing at the time and darkness coming on he 
reached the wharves, where he would have 
perished from exhaustion, but fora watchman 
who dragged him to land. His example 
has caused several other sailors in the 
Triumph to escape. Henry Ryderand John 
Stanley, two of the crew, have performed the 
feat of jumping from the Triumph with $40 in 
their clothes.

THE NATIONAL CONVENTION OF REPUB: 
LICAN CLUBS CONCLUDES ITS LABORS. 


James P. Foster of New York Elected Presi - 
dent of the National League—Chauncey 
M. Depew’s Declination—A Resolution 
Denounoing Lamar's Appointment Ta- 

bled— Meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 


New Tonk, December 17,—The third day of 
the convention of Republican Clubs at Chick- 
ering Hall opened with the ranks thrown in 
shape. They were no longer clubs from every 
where, that had no common bond except their 
allegiance to the Republican party. They had 
been resolved into a National League, whose 
component parts were the State Leagues into 
which the clubs of each State had organized. 
They had not elected the officers of the League 
yet, but there were plenty of them on 
the tapis, The State Leagues had been 
busy caucussing to thig end, and every one 
looked forward with interest to seé what the 
day would bring forth. There was the cus- 
tomary delay in assembling, only a handful of 
delegates being present at 10 o’clock. COhalr- 
man Evarts had not appeared, and only one 
or two of the secretaries were present. The 
Lamar resolution, introduced by Congress- 
man Grosvenor of Ohio, formed nota little of 
the subject of the conversation prior to the 
opening of the Convention, and the general 
opinion was that there would be a lively de- 
bate on the subject. 

DEPEW DECLINES. 

The New York delegation met this morning 
and received the unequivocal declination of 
Chauncey M. Depew for the Presidency of the 
National League, and nominated James P. 
Foster, President of the New York Republican 
Club, for that position. One member said that 
he had been Informed that Michigan and Ohio 
would support a New York nominee. Mr. 
Depew’s letter of declination was as follows:

FOSTER ELECTED. 

It was not until 11:15 that Chairman Evarts, 
who had been rapping for order ten minutes, 
succeeded in — the convention to order. 
The election of the delegations from each 
State for Vice- President and members of 
Executive Committee were then announced. 
When Gen. Nathan Goff arose to make the 
nominations for West Virginia, long 
continued applause greeted him. Trouble 
arose over a selection for Alabama, 
There was only one representative from that 
State. He was Samuel R. Lowree, a colored 
delegate. He would not take the responsi- 
bility of nominating these men. Mr. Evarts 
then ruled that any State not feeling ready to 
make its nominations could wait until action 
had been taken in the State referred to. Nom- 
inations for President of the National League 
then followed. Seward A. Simons of 
Buffalo, in eloquent terms, nominated 
James P. Foster, President of the 
New York Republican Club, for President. 

Gen. Nathan Goff of West Virginia, in words 
highin praise nominated E. Lowden Snow: 
dén of Pennsylvania. 

Col. Atkinson of Michigan nominated Ool. 
Nathan Goff. 

Mr. Goff declined, saying his position of 
Senator and his other duties would prevent. 

Mr. Lester of Illinois then spoke in favor of 
Foster. Senator Horr of Michigan thought the 
Presidency should remain in New York. Wm. 
H. Beveridge of Virginia spoke for Snowden. 
Leonida Houke of Tennessee spoke for Foster 
—— Judge Brown ot Ohio said. without a 

eech, he would second the nomination of 

Mr. Foster for the Ohio delegation. 

Mr. Snowden here withdrew his name from 
the contest for President. Loud cries of 
„Question.“ W. E. Gardener of Wisconsin 
moved the election of Mr. Foster by acclama- 
tion. It was carried, and by a tumultous 
cry of Aye, and not a single No.“ 
James P. Foster of New York was declared 
elected President of the National League. 

FOSTER’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Foster, on ascending the platform, was 
warmly reeted. When allowed to speak he 
said: ‘‘We have an organization that will 
bring into power or defeat the purposes of 
that great organization that@§jcreated it. 
Who can doubt that the power of this great 
National League will either destroy or set up 
the candidate of Republicanism. © are the 
power that will rule elections, but if we in- 
terfere with the old Republican party we will 
destroy it. It may take some time to make 
New York Republican, but we can at least cut 
down the Democratic majority. We will aid 
our sister States and give a fair vote to the 
South by which we will establish a Republi- 
can rule all over the country. I thank you 
again and predict a great victory in 1888. 

GOING FOR LAMAR. 

A resolution by Howard N. Fuller of Albany 
was the cause of much excitement. It ran as 
follows:

He defends his actions in this re- 
spect on the ground that he is the financial 
officer of the city, and as every subject of 
legislation affects the finances of the city he 
has à right to interpose objections to bills 
which he believes are not advisable measures. 
The impropriety of his butting against the 
city’s law officer on a purely legal point does 
not seem to have dawned upon him yet. 

Now that the bill has been passed, its fate 
at the election is the question of most inter- 
est. As it virtually amounts to an imcrease of 
taxes on unoccupied ground, the opposition of 
the owners of large unimproved sites held at

STILL MADETO DO DUTY IN THE DAYS OF 
THEIR SONS, 


The Fairy Tales Still Imposed Upon the 
Public That Did Service in the Time of’ 
Cadmus—The Sea Serpent, the Wild n 
of the Woods,the Mexican Jaguar at 
Large, the Woman With Feur Children, 
Washington’s Body-Servant, and the Old 
Settler.

There was a time when the professional 
newspaper ‘‘faker’’ was a rare bird, but that 
was many years ago. Asa rarity he is no 
longer conspicuous. He has developed with 
journalism and fattened on the credulity of 
the tenderfoot editor.

This explanation of their reason is rather 
far fetched. Perhapsa simpler explana- 
tion is the fact that a tax on their personal 
property must generally come out of their 
own pockets, or be criminally evaded, 
while tax on their houses rests on their 
tenants or on the community at large. 


Ir is well for the country that the ques- 
tion raised and settled in the contest over 
the West Virginia Senatorship came up 
between contestants who are members of 
the same party. If one had been a Re- 
publican and the other a Democrat the 
decision might have been different and 
the precedent productive of future 
trouble. The decision simply is that noth- 
ing in the Constitution or laws of a State 
can divest its Legislature of power vested 
in it by the Federal Constitution, or 
prevent said Legislature when lawfully 
in session from discharging the duty of 
electing a United States Senator as im- 
posed by Federallaw. The West Virginia 
Legislature had failed to perform this 
and other duties in the regular session, 
and the Governor, after appointing a 
United States Senator had called the 
Legislature in extra session, and, in doing 
so, took advantage of a provision in the 
State Constitution forbidding the Legisla- 
ture in a called session to transact any 
business not specially submitted by the 
Governor. By simply refusing to submit 
the election of a Senator to the Legis- 
lature the Governor thought he would 
have the appointment of a Unſted States 
Senator all to himself. But in so far as 
this provision would operate, or could be 
made to operate as a defeat of the Consti- 
tution of the United States and a transfer 
of the choice of a Senator from the Legis- 
lature to the Governor, the Senate has 
rightly held it void. ? 
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What the Fditors of the New York Journals 
Are Saying This Morning. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DIsSPATcH. 

NEW YORK, December 17.—The WORLD says: 
The local Blaine organ, disturbed at the vig- 
orous opposition aroused even in Republican 
quarters by its leader’s proposition to per- 
petuate the war taxes and distribute the sur- 
plus, tries to show thst the Republicans in 
Congress are in favor of stopping the surplus, 
but that Speaker Carlisle will not give them a 
chance. Actions speak louder than words. In 
both the last two Congresses the Republicans 
have been solidly against even the considera- 
tion of tax reduction. The bills reported for 
this purpose by the Ways and Means 
Committee would have been subjected to any 
amendment or to supersedure by another 
measure, but the Republicans prevented even 
their consideration. Furthermore, in 1882, 
the Republicans had control of Congress. 
They promised to reduce the tariff 20 
per centand to abate $45,000,000 of revenue 
from this source. By a juggling bill they 
actually raised the duties on some articles 
and left the revenue duty substantially un- 
changed. The customs collections were but 
$3,000,000 less in 1883, and have increased 
steadily ever since. The Republican party is 
committed to a perpetuation of the war taxes 
and to spending the surplus. It cannot wrig- 
gle away from its record, but should set 
about improving it.“ 

THE TRIBUNE. 

The Tribune says: ‘*Democratic capacity for 
blundering knows no limits, In the House of 
Representatives it was displayed yesterday in 
a striking manner and Mr.Reed made the most 
of it to the great discomfort of his opponents.

THE MAINE STATESMAN CHATS ABOUT HIS 
IMPRESSIONS OF EUROPE . 


Weather in the French Capital Not Agree- 
able—Aua Interview With President Car- 
net—The Recent Crisis—European Par- 
Haments and the American Oongress— 
The French Educational System — The 
Shakspeare-Bacon Controversy. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Paris, December 17.—I called on Mr. Blame 
yesterday: 1 shall not be in Paris much 
longer,’’ hesald. I am going to Rome very 
shortly, but the date of my departure is not 
yet fixed. I came to Paris in October, intend- 
ing only to stay three weeks, and am still here. 
It is probable that I shall return after my 
journey south. I do not like this Parisian 
winter and these French fires are not at all 
comfortable. You have to wear very heavy 
coats outside and you don't get warm when 
you come back in doors. But in America we 
are accustomed to milder weather. The most 
northern point of the United States is about on 
a level with London, while Virginia is about 
on a par with Africa. Yet we have rigor- 
ous winters, too, worse than even St. Peters- 
burg. Justthink, the coldest weather they 
have there is 8 degrees Fahrenheit, while some- 
times in America we have it as cold as 32 de- 
grees. Through the courtesy of Mr. McLane, 
Mr. Morton and myself were presented to-day 
to President Carnot. He received us with the 
greatest cordiality and charmed us both with 
his civility. He took me to his wife’s recep- 
ton and placed the presidential box at the 
opera at my service. In common with most 
people I was pleasantly surprised at the very 
quiet way in which the recent crisis was 
solved. The French are very demonstrative 
but at the bottom have excellent good sense. I 
was at the Versailles Oongress and 
saw the whole proceedings. One thing struck 
me, and that is that of all the Houses of Par- 
liament I have seen it is in the Ameridan House 
of Congress where the members 

BEHAVE WITH THE MOST DECORUM. 
The shouting, the cheering and the English 
‘Hear! Hear!’ would not be tolerated there, nor 
is it ever heard. Nor would any member 
think keeping his hat on in Congress, as 
they do in the British Parliament. Yet I must 
say thata little applause is a good encourage- 
ment to the speaker—yes, like the actor. The 
Roman actors used to demand it with a final 
vosplaudite. In America approbation is 
shown to the speaker by the members 
crowding around him. One of my daugh- 
ters is finishing her education at a 
French school, and one thing that i 
have noticed about the French educational 
system is what I may describe as its somewhat 
narrow patriotism. The geography of France 
appears, for instance, to be the only 
geography that the French teachers 
seem to think worth knowing, and, 
according to them, the eighty-seven de- 
partments of France are farand away more im- 
portant and worthy of study than the thirty- 
eight States of America. As for this patriotism, 
I fancy the Germans must feel considerable 
irritation at the Parisian keeping the statue of 
Strasburg in the Place De La Concorde, and at 
the way they go on about Alsace-Lorraine. 
The French seem to forget that they originally 
took these countries from the Germans, that 
the language, customs and ways of think- 
ing and even naming of those. people 
are German, and moreover, that it is to 
the fact of their having the plodding, indus- 
trious, go-ahead character of the German race 
that they owe their prosperity and wealth. It 
is my Opinion that in three generations at the 
most, the people of Alsace-Lorraine will once 
again be Germans heart and soul. 
SHAKSPEARE—BACON. 

„IJ am not astonished at the very small 
amount of interest which is being taken in 
France over the Shakspeare—Bacon contro- 
versy. Whe French know next to nothing 
about American affairs and very little about 
the English. I myself am interested in this 
question in so far that I know Mr. Donnelly. 
He is a very ingenious and subtle student. 
My own opinion on the subject is that it 
is unfair and practically impossible to argue 
as to the authenticity of the works of a man 
who died 900 years ago. It does sound im- 
probable that a man like Shakspeare, a 
lounger in tap-rooms, a convicted poacber 
and ne’er do well, who did not even succeed 
in any measure in his profession as a third- 
rate actor, should be the author of such 
works, and that we should owe the sublimest 
literature of any age and tongue to such a 
man. But as I say, argument ab improbabdil 
is eminently unfair. Marlowe, for 
instance, was a man of notoriously 
bad life. One might, arguing ab 
improbabile, state that it is impossible 
that he should be the author of his works, but 
this has never been contested. Again, look at 
Burns. When we hear of him lounging with 
louts in village public-houses and putting gin 
and whisky about, we might by the same 
argument prove that he was not the author of 
the beautiful poems he wrote. Yes, we are all 
returning to simple poetry. It is a reaction 
frdm the intense, passionate, dramatic poetry 
of Swinburne for instance. As you say, itis 
the soda after champagne.’’

WASHINGTON, D. O., December 17.—Con- 
ferences between Speaker Carlisle and Mr. 
Randall, and between both and the President, 
have not been infrequent during the past ten 
days. These have hada purpose in view, of 
an agreement by which the forthcoming tariff 
bill will be passed by the Democratic majority. 


} While it will doubtless not go to the extent of 


the recommendations in the message and will 
in all probability provide for abolishing the 
tobacco tax, it will also provide for a reduc- 
tion in the tariff duties of upward of $50,000,000 
per annum. Speaker Carlisle has had 
difficulties almost without precedent in mak- 
ing up his committees. Besides the obvious 
complications in Mr. Randall’s assignment to 
the Appropriations Committee and the pro- 
priety of making him one of the Committee 
on Rules, the Speaker has been confronted 
with the necessity of using extraordinary care 
in making up the Committees on Commerce, 
Pensions, Rivers and Harbors, and others 
whose judicious action may not interfere with 
the harmony necessary to secure the passage 
of the all-important tariff bill. Up to last 
evening the probabilities were that he would 
not name any of the committees before the 
Christmas recess. A day, however, including 
an understanding with Mr. Randall, may 
change the entire programme, and the com-. 
mittees may all be appointed before the holi- 
May adjournment. One thing is, however, cer 
tain—that Mr. Mills will be Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee and will, there- 
fore, have charge of the tariff bill. The Post- 
DISPATCH has already given, in an authorized 
interview with Mr. Mills, a general outline of 
his opinion on the tariff question. Yesterday 
he talked with the Posr-DisraroR correspond- 
ent in even more detail, and in reply toa 
question ‘‘How much, Mr. Miils, of a free- 
trader or a protectionist are you?’’ he said: 
was always strongly opposed to protec- 
tion of any kind. The greatest benefit that 
can come to American laborers and manu- 
facturers will come from absolute free trade. 
I would have free trade if it was a possible 
thing, but it is necessary to have some revenue 
to support the government and therefore per- 
fect free trade is an impossiblity. My stand 
is simply tariff for revenue only.’’ 

VERY REFRESHING. 

The statement published in the Evening 
Post of Tuesday that Mr. Mills in taking the 
chairmanship of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee has agreed to be more conservative than 
has been his habit, and that he has promised 
to endeavor to secure harmony and not invite 
dissensions inthe party, is rather refreshing 
to say the least. It reads as though the chair- 
manships of Congress were watters of bargain 
and sale, and it is certainly not complimen- 
tary to a man of the caliber, courage and 
broad ideas of honor which Mr. Mills is known 
to possess. The Post-DISPATOH correspond- 
ent called the attention of Mr. Mills to the 
paragraph. He said: The statement is 
utterly false and without foundation. 
I have made no terms with Mr. Oarlisle as to 
my political action and he has never demanded 
anything of the kind from me.

The fact is that I have 
never talked with Mr. Oarlisle onthe subject 
of the chairmanship of the s and Means 
Committee.

„The construetion of this road bas always 
been considered a wonderful feat, and so it 
was in its conceptiog, but in its exeoution it 
was one of the easiest Lever engaged in. 
From the Platte to the River Jordan in Utah, 
the country presents fewer engineering dif- 
culties than any I ever saw, and there was 
scarcely a place between Omaha and Weber 
Canon, a distance of over a thousand miles, 
where any grading was necessary. But this 
was not known to the authorities at Washing- 
ton, and one of the most coolly impu- 
dent robberies I ever heard of was 
by the Union Pacific Com- 
pany, in well-founded reliance upon the 
Government’s carelessness and lack of 
knowledge.

Death of the Inventor of the Celebrated Split 
Bamboo Fishing Rod.

NEW YORK, December 17.—Charies Frazee 
Murphy, the inventor of the celebrated split 
bamboo fishing rod, died at Newark, N. J., 
Thursday afternoon of chronic gastritis, after 
a sickness of about five weeks. He was born 
in 1825, and at an early age became an enthusi- 
asticangler and sportsman. As he grew up 


he became recognized as one of the best fly- 
casters and crack shots in America. For the 
last forty years he has caught more fish and 
killed more game than any man in New Jersey.

a n n 1860 Mr. Murphy concéived 
the idea of manufacturing the split bamboo 
rod for the trade, and for many years supplied 
the rod, made of four strands, to the well- 
known firm of Andrew Clark & Oo. of this city. 
Had Mr. Murphy patented his process of man- 
ufacture he would have madea fortune, but 
he would not intrust to any assistant the work 
he thought it necessary for himself to per- 
form. Thus, while he made but a limited 
number of rods every year, they secured a 
good price and were eagerly sought for by the 
most prominent anglers in this country and 
Hurope. Mr. Murphy leaves a widow and 
three children. Hig funeral will take piace 
33 afternoon from his late residence in

HE RETURNS TO'DUBLIN AFTER A TOUR OF 
THE PROVINCES, 


And Makes a Speech in Which He Says 
That an Irishman Should Always Be on 
Top— His Enthusiastic Reception—The 
Trap Set by Charley Mitcheli—The Smith- 
Kilrain Party Leaves England—Sport- 
ing News—Base Ball Gossip. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
DUBLIN, December II.—- After touring 
through the Irish provinces with his troupe, 
John L. Sullivan returned to Dublin yesterday 
morning, and reappeared at the Leinster 
Hall last evening. The audience was not 
quite as large as on Monday night, but the 
animation was greater. The non-profes- 
sionals, who had been successful on Monday 
evening in their respective classes competed 
for the medals, and they displayed an amount 
of sklil and pluck rarely to be found outside 
the ranks of acknowledged members of the 
ring. One pair in fact, ‘‘the bantams,’’ 
were s0 well matched that Sullivan, who 
acted as judge, asked them to fight atwo- 
minutes’ round extra as he was unable to 
decide between them. In another contest 
blood flowed freely from one of the com- 
batants, who finally was unable to come up to 
time. Sullivan distributed the prizes. The 
bantam prize was a handsome gold cup, 
which Sullivan handed to Fred Barr, at the 
same time undertaking to say that Arthur 
Cross, who boxed with Barr, should have a 
cup presented to him exactly similar. Both 
are local men. The professionals boxed with 
great energy. In the brief speech made by 
Sullivan, after being introduced by 
Fred Gallagher, the editor of the Sport, 
he expressed himself as highly satis- 
fied with his visit to Dublin and 
with his tour in the provinces. He said that 
he had gota nice reception everywhere that 
he had been in Ireland and that he hoped that 
he would always deserve the good will of the 
ople.
